1. AT WEO GROUP MEETING EVENING NOV 20, GROUP DISCUSSED 
TEXT OF PROPOSAL PUT FORWARD BY INFORMAL DRAFTING COMITE, 
TRANSMITTED REFTEL. UK (STEEL) SAID HE HAD AGREED PERSONALLY 
TO COMMEND TEXT TO WEO GROUP AND HE SAID IRAQ (YASSEEN) HAD 
AGREED TO DO LIKEWISE TO ASIANS AND KENJA (NIENGA) 

LIKEWISE TO AFRICANS. 

2. GROUP WAS INFORMED THAT DURING AFTERNOON 
YASSEEN IN FACT SUPPORTING THIS TEXT, THAT NJENGA 
MORE OR LESS SUPPORTING, THAT TWO AFRICANS HAD TROUBLE 
AGREEING TO NON RESERV ABILITY OF ARTICLE 6, THAT MALI 
WEAKENING ON THEORY THAT SINCE WE GAVE LAS ASYLUM PROVISION 
WE SHOULD GIVE AFRICAN'S THIS PROVISION, AND THAT ALGERIANS 
THOUGHT TEXT CLEARLY UNACCEPTABLE. 
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3. STEEL (UK) THOUGHT THAT IF WE CAN MANAGE TO GET A COM- 
PROMISE, THIS IS IT. HE DID NOT THINK IT POSSIBLE 

TO GET ARABS AND AFRICANS TO AGREE TO BETTER PROVISION 
FROM WEO POINT OF VIEW, AND HE NOT CLEAR THEY WOULD AGREE 
TO THIS ONE. HE THOUGHT THAT WHILE PROVISION HAD DISAGREEABLE 
LANGUAGE IT ACCEPTABLE BECAUSE TECHNICALLY IT 
DID NOT CREATE ESCAPE CLAUSE PERMITTING ATTACKS ON DIPLOMATS 
BY CERTAIN GROUPS. 

4. US REP SAID THERE GRAVE DIFFICULTIES WITH TEXT, E.G., 
IMPLICATION THAT CERTAIN HAVE A BETTER RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMIN- 
ATION THAN OTHERS, BUT SAID HE WOULD SEEK INSTRUCTIONS. ITALY 
PREPARED TO RECOMMEND GOING ALONG 

WITH TEXT. AUSTRIA DOUBTFUL AND THOUGHT THAT YASSEEN WILL 
INSIST THAT PER ART 31 OF VIENNA CONVENTION ON LAW OF 
TREATIES THIS CLAUSE PART OF ' CONTEXT" OF TREATY AND WOULD 
IN FACT PREJUDICE OPERATION OF DIPLOMATS CONVENTION IN 
DRASTIC WAY. SWEDEN HAD SIMILAR DOUBTS. CANADA INTERESTED 
IN DELETION OF CLAUSE "BY PEOPLES STRUGGLING... APARTHEID," 

OR, IN ANY EVENT, WANTED DELETION OF "ALIEN DOMINATION." 
FINLAND AND NEW ZEALAND THOUGHT THEY COULD GO ALONG. 

5. GONZALEZ-GALVEZ INFORMAL GROUP NEXT MEETING 
IS AFTERNOON NOV 21. WE MUST CONTACT STEEL (UK) 

AND OTHERS IN ADVANCE OF THIS ON WHETHER USG COULD 
ACCEPT LANGUAGE TRANSMITTED PARA 9 REFTEL. WE THEREFORE 
REQUEST DEPT'S VIEWS BY NOON NOV 21.
